I listed several limes over rhe 
year s», cuntimied lo remain nob’s 
friend and be the benefactor of 
their family. Mr Furhank guesses 
that, odd us it may seem, tliev 
were inn physical lovers, at imy 
rate after the first few months of 
tiu-ir meeting, nut lie derived in- 
tense physical pleasure fium 
Bob's presence and they would 
often embrace : while Buckingham, 
who learnt to rend hooks and enjoy 
the arts, was proud that such u 
man should care for him. VVhut did 
those tiresome little habits matter? 
lfe was a man of warm heart and 
good nature. What did matter was 
that Buckingham revered him anil 
could laugh witli him and some- 
times at him. At last Forster had 
found what for his whole life he 
had'Saughi; and lie wrote in 1932 
in his Commonplace Book : 
Happiness . . . 

Happiness can come in one’s nat- 
ural growth und not queerly as 
religious people think. Prom 51 to 
53 I have been happy and would 
like to remind others that their 
turn can come ton. It is the only 
message worth giving. 

Love for Forster meant friend- 
ship. Rut it has not meunt that to 
most of the greatest writers, l-’nr- 
ator wns often miserable, but it was 
not the unauish which Kacino de- 
picts when iiis characters tear them- 
selves to piecos through the tor- 
ments of love. Nor did he suffer the 
noble pangs of renunciation which 
the Due do Nemours endures for the 
Princessa de Clives. These literary 
images spring to mind because when 
Forster, or for that matter Lytton 
Strachcy, thought of lovo they 
readied into their well-stocked 
libraries to make their feelings com- 
prehensible to themselves — unlike 
Virginia Woolf whose love letters to 
Vita Sackvilie-West needed no liter- 
ary allusions to evoke heir feel- 
ings. To put it another way : the 
reader enters the store of literature 
and expects the sales assistant to 
unroll the richest velvets or 
brocades or satins, instead of which 
when he asks for Forster he is 
directed to the haberdashery depart- 
ment and is offered the choice of 
elastic or velcro or bodkins or 
poppers. He does not offer you rite 
stuff of love, but all the curious 
appliances which go to keeping it 
up und preventing it falling down 
or holding it together. But, unlike 
Hardy, secretive, deceitful and gullt- 
riddeu in the relationship which his 
two wives, Forster asked his bio- 
grapher to conceal nothing; and 
what emerges is his wish for physi- 
cal domesticity tempered by an 
understanding of, what he himsolf 
was like. He settled for what 
brought happiness and knew well 
that, for him, die better would 
always be the enemy of die good. 
Tiiia was sensible and characteris- 
tically unheroic. 

* * * 

In one of the wise asldos Mr Fur- 
bank drops throughout this book, he 
suggests that Forster’s refusal ever 
-to apologize or explain after some 
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muownrd incident sprang from a 
belief that whatever actually Imp- 
pans always reveals a Until if nut 
necessarily the oiiu intended. Cer- 
tainly his life abounds with Forster- 
ian ironies. lie chose to he born 
on one of the more startling festi- 
vals of the Church in whose tenets 
he disbelieved so vehemently — die 
Feast of the Circumcision. He and 
his mother detested nurses: Bob 
married one. Foremost among 
authors of Hie day for his readiness 
to suspect authority of misusing its 

f iower, pursuing it relentlessly when 
t did, upholding the civil liberties 
of the subject against Home Secre- 
taries and their agents the Metro- 
politan Police, his dearest friend 
turned out to be a policeman. 
Shortly after they met lie did a 
broadcast with Buckingham about 
the police and the public which 
ended by Forster saying why, 
despite Buckingham's exposure of 
the usual misconceptions about the 
police, he, Forster, would continue 
to grumble : 

The bickering, ungenerous atti- 
tude of the general public which I 
represent - - - is more valuable 
than you think. It keeps you up 
to die mark. . .. . Our mark, not 
yours. It counteracts your offi- 
* daldom. ... It helps vou to be 
human beings — at the bottom of 
your hearts you should be grate- 
ful for it. 

Authority was always suspect for 
Forster. Governments, governors, 
ministers, officials, bodies, institu- 
tions, schools, colleges slid thc cul- 
tural bureaucracy were in his vision 
menacing and never to be trusted 
or given the benefit of a doubt. 
Anyone who assumed an office was 
to that extent suspect. He loathed 
and mistrusted British Imperialism. 
British officialdom had arrested 
Mohammed el Adi on a. trumped-up

charge by n pair or Australian sol- 
diets of attempting to buy a revol- 
ver. It wus a fact he iiclllier forgot 
nor fnrguvc. He saw how hated wo 
had becoma in Egypt by 1D18, and 
how infinitely more ngrocable the 
Egyptians were when ilia British 
had evaporated. Mr Furbank scrupu- 
lously presents thc case of those who 
felt Forster had maligned die Anglo- 
Indians in A Passage to India and 
had confused the impressions of his 
pre-war visit with those of his time 
in Dewas when conciliation and 
friendly relations with Indians were 
part of official British policy. But 
none of these excuses cuts much 
ice. His second visit took place only 
two years after the Amritsar 
massacre and one year a Ftor 
Gandhi’s declaration of non- 
cooperation. Of course Forster 
knew that there were en- 
lightened officials such as his close 
friend Malcolm Darling. As so 
often in their normal relations with. 
Indians the British were impeccably 
correct but in the realm of sense 
and sensibility deplorably wrong. As 
Forster often said, he was not writ- 
ing history but a work of Imagina- 
tion. though his last novel c&mo 
to be seen all too • often — to the 
detriment Of its more important 
qualities — as one of the most strlk- 
lug Indictments of Imperialism over 
written. 

He was not to be charmed by the 
upper classes or put off with confi- 
dential disclosures by discreet and 
friendly officials. He fought a suc- 
cessful campaign against a Sedition 
Bill, he championed pacifists, he 
was a perpetual thorn in the ample 
flesh of the BBC (nil the more 
effective when he became a skilled 
and persuasive broadcasted), fight- 
ing the battle which to mis day 
continues to be fought to ensure 
that people who are thought to hold 
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offensive views and sponsor 
deplorable causes arc not denied 
ucccss lo die studio lor what 
they say outside it. lie wns 
ns quick fo defend the right 
nf the public to use a footpath at 
Abinger us to champion the publi- 
cation of The Well of Loneliness. 

Yet he was not a man to be found 
signing letters to The Times on 
every cause which stirred Bussell, 
Wells, Laski, Ne vinson and dozens 
of other progressives. Like oithor 
Intellectuals he found die 1930s a 
desperately puzzling time. He was 
continually under fire, as president 
of the National Council for Civil 
Liberties, for sponsoring a commun- 
ist front organization. As times got 
worso he thought lie ought to join 
other writers and add his voice to 
those who were pleading for peace." 
In 1935 lie agreed to head die dele- 
gation of British writers to the Inter- 
national Congress of Writers in 
Paris and even begged Virginia 
Woolf to come. His speech, mostly 
inaudible because he had not yet 
learnt to use a microphone, and 
full of a gentle English bebcf in 
liberty, was ridiculed by the largely 
communist audience who only too 
readily agreed with Forster’s fear 
that lie and his kind were done for 
and if calamity came would be rc- 

E laced by those "whose training 
as been very different from my 
own. ", 

Yet just at a time when ninny 
other intellectuals were abandoning 
liberal principles for Stalinism or 
Trotskytto propaganda, recognition 
of Forster’s peculiar girts came from 
nn odd quarter. Forster had a well- 
developed souse of belonging to the 
academy of letters. He thought it a 
duty — and certainly found it quite 
an arduous duty — to converse with 
Hardy. He kept up a correspond- 
ence with D. H. Lawrence of credit 
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In I h viii "bnlli. iiievii.-ibly T. I". 
l.uwiL-nco flail ere (I him. sit uck up 
a ciirrcspmidt-nce on hninustxuiii 
writings, captivated and puzzled him 

,110 did so many. And now iwu 
rising stars, Auden and Isherwoud, 
discovered him. As long ago as. 
1926 IshcnvoDd had praised iu l ; «n- 
sttr his art nf refusing to write 
tragic scenes and using comedy to 
convey the serious. As the menace 
of Hitler and Mussolini grew 
Forster paradoxically felt that there 
was less that writers could d« ; and 
at a time when thc intelligentsia 
were joining all sorts of political 
organizations, protest groups and 
popular fronts, he withdrew. So 
notably just before thc war did, 
Auden and Isherwood. They praised 
him for having nothing to’ do with 
the rubbishy propaganda, the 
cliches of commitment, widen they 
had been peddling for so long. They 
spoke of being influenced by his 
example and by his novels. 

When in 1940 tKey were sneered 
at for abandoning their country and. 
their cause, Forster spoke up for 
them and asserted witli asperity that 
instead of delivering jibes at thorn 
nr at Aldous Huxley and Gerald 
Hoard, thc disgruntled intellectuals 
who had written such cutting tilings 
would spend their time better expos- 
ing tWnse quislings in the City ami 
the aristae racy who were only too 
nnxious to do a deal with Hitler. Far 
Isherwood and for more end more 
people rhe hero of our times was 
not Mrs Minrlver, gay .as n grig, 
standing against the lurid back- 
ground of a bomb-lit sky, defiant in 
adversity and telling people that 
" Tour sacrifices trill bring vs vic- 
tory”, but a wispy anti-iioro with a 
straggling moustache, carrying 
brown-paper parcels who "wKla 
others toll their followers to be 
ready to die, advises us to live as if 
we were immortal . . . although he 
is as anxious mid afraid as any of 
us, and never for on instant pretends 
not to be”. 

One reason why the left might 
have respected Forster, but of course 
did not think of doing so, was that 
alone among Bloomsbury he knew 
and often preferred the company of 
wni'king-riass friends. Unlike Clive 
Bell who valued his “ civilization ” 
so much that he was a supporter of 
Munich or unlike Virginia Woolf 
and Strachey in days gone by who 
regarded the poor as a spedes out- 
side normal cognizance, Forster 
knew men who wore unemployed. 
Ho neither sentimentalized them nor 
wrote them off. They sustained his 
contempt for the upper classes ; and 
If anyone of his own class made a 
disparaging or offhand reference to 
the lower classes, Forster would 
slash him with a wounding remark. 
At Abinger where he had baeu the 
tenant of Lord Fairer he noted how 
his landlord could abolish a right of 
way or come It ovor his neighbours 
by a mixture of bonhomie and 
hauteur. So when just after the 
war his mother died and ho was 
glycn notice to quit tjie house hi 
which ho Iiad'llvod for so length Is 
hackles rose. He put every obstacle

Tr is not surprising that National 
Franc literature is at pains to warn 
its readers that Mr Powell is not 
the real article ; or that the leaders 
of the progressive section of Mac- 
nil Han's Cabinet should have met at 
Mr Powell’s Ikmiisc to stop Ix>rd 
Home becoming premier instead of 
K. A. Butler, 

What Mr Berkeley's elegant dis- 
sections of speeches and doctrines 
cannot tell us fa what was really 
gulag mi, Mr Powell (and his 
attendant apparatus, when hc bad 
one) have not' leaked, One’s confi- 
dential transactions ore safe In Mr 
Powell's hands. Until private papers 
beepme available, or Mr Powell un- 
buttons, we shell know but little of a 
man who is as extraordinary Jn par- 
liamentary combination as In the 
manipulation 1 of doctrine, Tlie 
ldmon of press-cuttings . has been 
squeezed dry. The squeezing has 
left us little tbc wiser as to con- 
tacts, motives, alliances, calculations 
and 'expectations. Even the left 
Foot bas laughably little Idea what 
his uncle the right Foot has been up 
to. So long as there Is no real 
evidence, we must endure the 
familiar talk of *' martyrdom ”, 
*' lonely failure ", " excess of logic ”, 
and the rest. 


The cliches about sacrifice 1 du not 
flow only from rriric,. Mr Powell 
lim produced two bonk"; on Ills own 
account, one on Christianity end 
one nn Joseph Chamberlain, both 
of which impress on "us that life 
Ic a matii-r of stark choices not 
easily tn he evaded. This invites 
parody ; Christ and Chamberlain 
und . . . can you name a third per- 
son whose fearless actions ended in 
apparent disaster 7 Thu immediate 
question Is whether the tiook on 
Chamlierlain is good history. The 
unswer is very largely that it is 
not history at all. 

It is a picture book (with 109 
illusiratiuns) laced with an epitome 
of Garvin’s standard biography. It 
is not what we, or indeed Mr 
Powell, would call scholurly, and 
history is perhaps not a regularly 
tilled area of Mr Powell’s mind. 
Each page of text has a two-inch 
outside margin, which fa ope way 
of buying white paper. Tim pic- 
ture research by Georgina Bruckner 
is an achievement, but "Joe” is the 
last man to choose for an exercise in 
nostalgic evocation, "Joe ", whether 
as a radical or ns unionist, existed 
to get rid of the past and to get 
tilings done. HJs central doctrine 
was that Britain was weak and 
should b o strong and that rids 
meant starting nfrosh. This is the 
essence of " Joe ” ; Mr Powell un- 
swervingly goes for the Incidental, 
the parly smashes. Hie opposition 
to devolution (Mr Powell, In a radio 
interview, linked his book with the 
present debate on Scottish devolu- 
tion. and indeed his Chamber! oin 
Is tnc opponent of Home Rule in 
1886, the man who three times 
brought his party down about his 
ears, rather than tlie constructive 
Innovator). 

" A(1 political lives . ... end in 
failure, because that is the nature of 
politics and of human affairs ”, Mr 
Powell muses about his prototype, 
the creator of the West- Midlands 
brand of English nationalism. Let 
no one be deceived by this attempt, 
at pathos : Mr Poweal writes Vic- 
torian biographies, because his poli- 


tic. il surcc' him with mi 
uvcfis nf free linn-. Mr I’uv.elt ii 
n>il prime iniriiwcr ; In.- is the man 
who chooses tho prime minister, lie 
hav little say in wh.it legislatlmi is 
inm>iluc.t'd, lint much in what h 
passud. If, tempted by a private 
whim, ho wishes in remould or pre- 
servu ihu crmti it Lit inn, trusted inter- 
niL'didric-s await his bidding. His 
digressions about Immigrants enable 
him tu sustain Callaghan, ns Sir 
Robert Pud used to sustain Lord 
John Russd I against the Tories. It 
Is u respectable anil ancient pat- 
tern, but it leaves Mr Powell linle 
to do except to settle the affairs 
of the nation at the start of each 
parliamentary year. 

One fruit of his relaxations is 
Wrestling wit/i the Angel, an 
assemblage of articles, sermons, and 
dialogues on religions occasions, 
produced during the past three 
years. One piece was given to the 
Church of England Men's Snciety, 
Carlisle ; another was preached iu 
Bcssbronk Barracks, co Armagh. 
Some of the nineteen sections are 
scholarly biblical expositions with- 
out ulterior motive, others are 
powerful attacks on the Oxfam men- 
tality and the non-Bible-reuding 
clergy who twist scripture to their 
purpose. 

Hc finds it nu ularming portent 
that the Church provides " amateur 
politics and amateur economics, the 
sort of shallow silliness of which 
the Declaration on World Povsrty 
Is a quintessential example'', and 
attacks the “arrogant neo-coloniai- 
fsm M of the Reverend Paul Oestrd- 
cfaer, not for arrogance, but for his 
misuse of a text. On tlie whole, 
however, those arc the mdre airs 


and graces of Daily Telegraph reli- 
gion. Much more Impressive are 
Mr Powell’s wrestlings with the 


synoptic .Gospels.-. Matthew, he 
argues-, is the treasure-house from 
which Luke and Mark drdw.'Mark is 
a “ copyist and abbreviatpr " whose 
brevity Is 11 the brevity of the cpito- 
mlicr, not the primitive' 1 . These 
are deep waters; sufficient -that Mr 
Powell has entered them. Other 
studies use a rhetoric of discomfort 
to assert the difficulties of Christian 
doctrine. In many senses this is the 
best of Powell,' 


today, foiling u it does "to accom- 
naodate . the irradonalist left (Sorel 
and. Sartre), the rationalist right 
(Chateaubriand and Hegel), or the 
anti-egalitarian left (Beveridge 
again, and Stalin). 


Amid die complexity of contem- 
porary alignments, it is not clear 
that the vocabulary of left and right 
has much to offer the political ana- 
lyst. Per, oven if wo were able tn 
discover unifying characteristics 
linking together those movements 
that we iihlnk of os right-wing, this 
Would not assist in Illuminating the 
nature of the movements them- 
selves. Nugent and King have failed 
t» see that there is a basic similarity 
between parties accepting the con- 
ventions of parliamentary govern- 
ment whfch distingaishea them from 
. authoritarian and totalitarian par- 
ties. Tlie danger In continuing to 
use the concepts' of left and right 
Is of assimilating vastly "different . 
political movements, so 1 that we 
: cease to see, in OrWoH’s' 'phrase, 
what fe in front of our nose. We 
badly need a new political vooabu- 
. Isay . if we are to capture the reality

Those nf you who have lieard or 
read my views on the likely de- 
mise nf literate English know how 
strongly I Feel nlmuL making 
every effort to preserve precision 
in communication. True, I learned 
to curb my criticism of colleagues* 
conversation wheu it became evi- 
dent that, if I failed to do so, 1 
would be doomed forever to have 
lunch alone. Hut the hullle 
against in accuracy, infelicity and 
downright iniprnprieiy in the use 
of our mother longue continues, 
even wiili uu occasional luncheon 
recess. . . . 

The kind of fight in which Ncwnuui 
In engaged is evident ly one which 
does tun concern Itself much with 
language us u mode of social inter- 
course. Newman, sour over the cot- 
tage cheese mid Jcllo, has lo Listen, 
probably, to the bizarre mixture of 
slang and technical terminology that 
is common at institutional IiiiicIicoii 
tables — " zeroing in on the para- 
metric n illy -gritty ” uud "data 
srtimutn, I like n,y dicory " und so 
on.

Tlie case for publishing Look It Up, 
even in America, it must be 
confessed, is not easy to 
appreciate. Not that the Informa- 
tion provided by Mr Ficscli is 
necessarily otiose (" Don’t use 
otiose ", lie says, “when idle, vain, 
futile will do." Fair enough ». 
American journalists and stenogra- 
phers need a low-level guide on 
elementary points of literacy as 
much as .their opposite numbers in 
other countries. But do they need 
so little information at such inordi- 
nate length and expense ? Informa- 
tion already provided — along with 
s'! much more — in virtually tiny 
small desk dictionary ? 

Tlie book presents its material 
In alphabetical order, like a diction- 
ary, and indeed almost nil nf It 
is straightforwardly derived from 
ordinary commercial dictionaries. 
But while some entries ere of article 
length (notably the stuff on hoiv 
to write . letters to bishops and 
ambassadors, and the quite useful 
nptes on punctuation .marks), the 
ypst , majority, are .nter? .spelling; 


guides, the meagre iufiirutaiion 
eked out by embarrassing I v obtru- 
sive repetition of the most otiose 
(idle, vain, futile) kind. To give a 
few consecutive examples: 
ossify. 1 after double s. 
ostensible ends in -ible. 
ostentatious ends lit -atious. 
ostracize end in -ise. 

Now, it is obviously going to take 


a lot of good stylistic notes to mako 
up for this sort nf tiling, 
the most part we arc disappointed.

At numerous points where the 
subtitle might lead nne to expect 
h licljiful distinction between pre- 
dominantly American and predomi- 
nantly British usage (e g, toward 
and towards), Mr Flesch is squishily 
permissive: "Both forms are 

No mention is mndo of 
honour (with the tr) being common 
In highly formal Americun use — 
on, for example, invitation cards. 
Not Infrequently our confidence is 
'reduced by misprint, error, or 
confused thinking. Wc have thou 
shnff as a quotation from the 
Authorized Version — nor h very 
useful allusion for those seeking 
help on contemporary English, 
anyway. We are told to use a colon 
" after a written or spoken saluta- 
tion ” : buL how does ono speak a 
colon ? 

While innny of die scattered sty- 
listic notes sensibly urge the user 
to shun pomposity (“ Don’t , use 
eschew . . “Don’t use imfiuidn- 
(i lly when each will ' do ”), he is 
likely to feel sadly left in the lurch 
over most of tho bitterly disputed 
points,; which.; are ’ probably just 


those on which be will be seeking 
guidance. After saying that data 
os h singular is “ standard usage ", 
Mr Flesch adds: "Of course you 
can also use d<u<r with a plural verb. 
Write it the way it cmnes naturally 
to you.” A similar equivocation 
occurs with the infer/impty issue: 
“ Webster’s lists infer also in the 
sense of iiuplii or hint ”. The per- 
fectly respectable grounds on which 
the unabridged Webster of 1961 
gave less gidduncc nit " Je bon 
118086" than many would like may 
not bo well-known tn users af Look 
It Up. But the whole point of Mr 
FI esc It's book, one would have 
thought, would be to recognize diet 
many Americans in authority have 
very strong view's on a host of lin- 
guistic issues and are nat likely to 
look ndndriugly on a‘ job applicant 
who writes in the way a Salinger 
character speaks. . The opportunity 
for sensitively explaining nuances of 
colloquialism versus formality, is 
largely missed, and the render nf 
Look It Up is left- with lhe quite 
false impression that fed up.
